Project Pride says 
farewell to Co-Founder. 


Members of Project 
Pride bade a reluctant 
farewell last month to co- 
founder Cheryl Shepherd. 

Cheryl, and partner 
Deb, have moved north, 
close to their home town of 
Edmonton, for personal rea- 
sons. Cheryl leaves’ behind 
the legacy of Project 
Pride, a Calgary umbrella 
group organizing local ath- 
letes, artists, and volun- 
teers for Gay Games’ III 
(Celebration 90) in Vancou- 
ver August 4 - 11, 1990. 

Project pride means 
much more to Calgary than 
the Gay Games however. In- 
spired by the 1986 Gay 
Games in #-San Francisco, 
Cheryl's vision grew into a 
desire and commitment to 
have lesbians and gay men 
work together. 

Cheryl met Jordan Ruth- 
erford in Calgary during 


Western Cup in 1987. She 
was planning a move to Cal- 
gary and approached Jordan 
with her idea. Cheryl ar- 
rived in September. She and 
Jordan had the first meet- 
ing of what would become 
Project Pride in October of 
1987. Since then, many oth- 
ers have shared the vision 
to not only attend the 


games, but to promote a 
greater sense of pride in 
Calgary's lesbian and gay 
community. 


Project Pride held its 
first small pride festival 
in August 1988, and a much 
larger event in June _ 1989 
to commemorate the 20 th 
anniversary of Stonewall. 
Plans for a Pride Festival 
for June of this year are 
underway. So far, they in- 
clude a performance by the 
Rocky Mountain Singers on 
June 22, a dance on June 23 
and, of course, a ball 
tournament.
